The Catholics of New Mexico num- 
ber 200,000. Many of these poor peo- 
ple live in very isolated and lonely 
villages where they have no chance 
for education and are especially left 
alone when it comes to religion. They 
are poor, miserably poor, Why only 
recently I visited a little mountain set- 
tlement of Méxican people and I 
never in all my life saw such desti- 
tute children. I went to one house to 
visit a poor sick mother with five 
children. It was pitiful beyond des- 
cription. This woman told me that the 
Presbyterians had been after her to 
join their church, and then they would 
help her out with clothes, money, food, 
and medical attention. Do you see 
their scheme? Well, sad to say, in 
| that little village of 125 souls who 

were once all Catholics, over half have 
left the Church and joined the Pres- 
byterian religion. Ministers of that 
sect come out from Albuquerque 
every Sunday to conduct services 
there, and these people have turned 
against the Catholic religion with a 
bitterness that is awful. They tell 
their little children to beware of the 
“Priest”—he is an evil man and will

Catholic religious articles, are 
taught that Catholics worship statues, 


etc., etc.! 

In Albuquerque there is the large 
Harwood Girls’ School (Methodist) 
for Spanish-speaking children only. 
This school has about 100 children, 
most of whom are baptized Catholics. 
Then there is the’ Manual Presbyterian 
School for Spanish-speaking boys with 
200 boys whose parents and forefath- 
ers were all Catholics. The Congre- 
gationalists have the Rio Grande In- 
dustrial School for boys, with about 
seventy-five pupils. The Methodists 
also have the Harwood School for 
Spanish Boys, ‘with an attendance of 
fifty pupils. 

Altogether there are four large 
modern, well-equipped Protestant 
schools (boarding schools at that) fo 
win away the souls of our own Span- 
ish-speaking children in the city of 
Albuquerque alone. All of these 
schools take the children for little or 
no tuition just to get them into a 
Protestant atmosphere where there 
are taught that Catholicism is super- 
stitious and unfit for well-educated 
children. 

On the other hand there is not one 
Catholic boarding school for poor 


harm them! Isn’t that terrible among 
people who are for the most part bap- 
tized Catholics? 

In Santa Fe, N. M., there is the 
AllisonJJames Memorial School for 
Girls. This is a Presbyterian school 
supported by the Home Missions 
Board of the Presbyterian church of 
the United States. This school has 
about 200 Spanish-speaking girls, all 
of whom should be Catholics. Not one 
of them is allowed to attend Mass on 
Sunday—and the Cathedral of St. 
Francis only three blocks distant! 
Little girls who were once pupils 
there say that they are not allowed to 
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Catholic children in the whole city. 
There is one Cathoiic orphanage, but 
jit has a limited capacity and can only 
‘keep boys (orphans) until the eighth 
‘grade. In all New Mexico there is 
jnot one Catholic industrial school for 
Catholic children. 

| This is a sad spectacle. I am right 
here on the front, and I know that 
these conditions are exactly as I have 
‘represented them. It is one of the 
tragedies of our day that Catholics are 
s0 little interested in the poor Spanish 
and Mexican people in this great mis- 
sion district, while the Protestants 
are working like bees to get them.
